For instance: in Prussia 
pastors of churches being, ez officio, superin- 
tendents of common schools, theological stu- 
dents are required to attend lectures on the 
principles of education and instruction, aS a 
necessary pait of their preparation for the 
sacred oflice. In this country, the principles 
of education constitute no part of the course 
of study for any of the profession; Indeed 
they are nowhere taught thor ughly —no pro- 
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fessors lecture on them—and if any become 
} tolerable imstructers, it is by aceident, or by 


the exercise of their owngood sense. There 
is alike deficiency in the qnalification of those 
whose duty it is to Inspect our schools; few 
are so capable as they ought to be of appre-

A number of treatises in Geometry, As- 
tronomy, Surgery, Grammar, Military Tae- 
tics, and the History and Statistics of the coun- 
try, have issued from it; and the young Egyp- 
tians educated at Paris, have occupied them- 
selves in translating an elementary work, to 
be printed there also, 

Calcutia.—An effort is making by the En- 
glish Residents at Calcutta, to establish a 
High School. Shares are taken by subseri- 
bers, which are expected to furnish a dividend 
fromthe profits of the school. The Bishop of 
Calcutta is making arrangements for the es- 
tablishment of an Infant School in that city. 
We hope soon to hear of many of these schools 
springing up among the natives of India. It 
appears also that their number is increasing 
in France, since the Revolution.
